OTTAWA, July 15. — (AP) — Justice T. G. Norris to¬ 
day proposed an immediate government trusteeship over 
maritime un ons in Canada to rid the waterfront of labor 
lawlessness. 

NORRIS RECOMMENDED IMMEDIATE, SWEEPING 
LEGISLATIVE ACTION BY PARLIAMENT TO CLEAN UP 
THE WATERFRONT, ENFORCE LABOR PEACE AND PRO¬ 
TECT THE STRATEGIC ST. LAWRENCE SEAWAY FROM 
LABOR TIE-UPS. 

In a 318-page report, the Vancouver jurist branded 
waterfront labor lord Hal C. Banks, of the Seafarers' in¬ 
ternational Union (SIU) of Canada, as "a bully, cruel, dis¬ 
honest greedy, power-hungry and contemptuous of the 
law." He said he should be banned from holding union of¬ 
fice. 

THE PROPOSAL FOR A THREE-MAN TRUSTEESHIP 
WAS DIRECTED AT MARITIME UNIONS GENERALLY.

"COLLECTIVE BARGAINING BETRAYED" 

N Y. Trib., July 8, editorial. 

The railway unions, in rejecting the latest proposal 
by the Secretary of Labor to postpone a showdown on 
changing work rules, have made collective bargaining un 
workable. Since the roads must run, and since an and to 
featherbedding is essential to the solvency of many systems, 
the issue must .go to Congress. Neither management nor 
labor can really be happy over that. 

Mr. Wirt: has done everything possible to stave off 
the collision between the urgent financial needs of the rail¬ 
ways and the determination of the unioos to maintain out¬ 
moded work practices and unnecessary employees. The time 
period for introducing the work rules recommended by 
successive investigatory bodies has been extended; the im¬ 
pact on the present work force has been reduced.
